Of Iho Episcopal church, died at Detroit 
last Friday, the Ith, where, for the past 
year' ho was settled over Grace church. 
Deceased was for three years nt West Point, 
but left there to prepare for the ministry, 
studying at Princeton JCollege and tho Gon. 
eral Theological Seminary of tho Episcopal 
church at Hew York. During his ministe- 
rial career, which was eminently successful, 
ho labored nt Philadelphia, New York city, 
Chester and Westcbestor counties, Pn., ttal- 
tiinore, Newport, Bristol, Montreal and at 
Detroit. An earnest effort 
was made to 


elect him bishop of Montreal and metropoli- 
tan of Canada. For two years he 
was 


pre'sident of the IHelrnuth Koys 
College, 


vice president of the Girls' College and 
governor of tho Institution nt London, 
Canada. He was made arch-deacon of Kent, 
Canon of the cathedral and chaplain lo the 
bishop. 


During his life many honors and distinu-
